Asia and the political campaigns, it 
appears that the U. S. perhaps hasn’t been 
paying all the attention it should to af­ 
fairs South of the Border. 
I flings in Latin 
America haven’t been 
going our way lately. And much

Peron. 
Peron, like most of the other dictators 
still around in the world, isn’t fond of the 
United States. He calls us the “Colossus of 
the N orth.” 
Peron s anti-Am erican policies and in ­ 
fluence now seem to be spreading to his 
neighbors. 
In Chile, the president-elect, 
who 
got 
himself elected on a platfrom denouncing 
the U. S.. is already saying bitter things 
about the U. S.-Chile military aid pact and 
threatening to have it broken. 
In Bolivia, the nationalist 
governm ent 
which grabbed the reins in a m ilitary coup 
last April has just granted Argentine in ­ 
terests a 25-vear monopoly to smelt Boli­ 
vian tni. 
Peron has made no secret of the fact 
that he’d like to get his hands on both 
Bolivian tin and Chilean copper. 
U ruguay is having labor troubles. And 
the governm ent has ordered the labor a t­ 
tache of the Argentine embassy to leave 
the country. 
Brazil, a long-time friend of 
ours, 
is 
working on “economic soverigntv” laws. 
Major aims of this legislation will be to 
place heavy taxes on imports 
and 
ban 
foreign interests from exploiting the vast 
Brazilian oil resources. 
And 
while 
the 
meddling of Peron here is not in evidence. 
those hardest hit by these laws 
will 
be 
Americans. 
Peru and Ecuador 
have 
been 
saying 
mean things about the U. 
S. 
in 
recent 
months because of alleged 
violation 
of 
their territorial waters by California tuna 
boats. Colombia’s democracy got 
a 
jolt 
when mobs burned and sacked two ol its 
leading liberal newspapers. And G u ate­ 
mala is getting strong pressure exerted on 
its governm ent by the best-oiled group of 
Communists in Latin America. 
With trouble breaking out 01 th reaten ­ 
ing to break out in several spots, the n a ­ 
tions in the United States’ backyard are 
making it clear that the Good Neighbor 
arrangem ent needs a lot of overhauling.

Harnischfeger truck crane plant. An addi­ 
tional 60 acres of city land was recently 
sold to Harnischteger for expansion of its 
plant there. 
Through a city deal the former Delta 
Brewing Company buildings in the 
1600 
block. Ludington, passed from idleness to 
use. The smaller building, sold 
to 
the 
Board of Education, became the Catherine 
Bonitas 
Technical 
School. 
The 
larger 
building, sold to private 
owners, 
now 
houses a couple business firms. 
The RC M anufacturing Company rents 
a city-owned building on Third Avenue 
North. 
Only one industrial building owned by 
the city is unoccupied. It is the building 
on First Avenue North, vacated 
a 
tew 
months ago by Petersen Furniture M anu­ 
facturing Company. 
Other ventures in real estate by the city 
have a promising future. The extensive 
acreage purchased from the federal gov­ 
ernm ent after the wartime emergency ore 
dock project closed is well situated for 
industry. Water frontage 
provides 
dock 
facilities. It would be an ideal site for a 
municipal electric generating plant should 
the city have to build one. 
The city’s purchase of sites for parks 
has been the result of a long view policy. 
So has the acquisition of land in the 300 
block on Ludington Street as the location 
for a state office building— if and 
when 
the legislature decides on 
financing 
its 
construction. 
Altogether it is a good record based on 
a policy of community service and public 
benefit.

WASHINGTON — It is an 
axiom 
of 
military strategy that the best defense is 
to attack But in political strategy it looks 
as ii the best defense against income tax 
investigation is to charge that the govern­ 
ment is full of Communists. 
It you repeat that charge often enough 
and shout it loud enough, you 
can 
get 
away with all sorts of things as far as your 
personal taxes are concerned—or at least 
that seems to be the experience of Wis­ 
consin’s Senator Joe McCarthy. 
This may be because government 
offi­ 
cials know that they raise 
the 
cry 
of 
“m arty r” and “ revenge” if they prosecute 
a critic who has attacked them. 
It is a safe statem ent that the average 
newspaperman who kept financial records 
the way McCarthy does, and juggled his 
finances the way he does, 
would 
have 
landed in the jug sometime ago. However, 
it 
is a known though never officially ad­ 
mitted fact that senators and members of 
the house of re p re se n ta tiv es never have 
their tax returns too carefully scrutinized. 
This is the unwritten rule of the Bureau 
of Internal Revenue. 
The fact that McCarthy merits investi­ 
gation and scrutiny, however, is indicated 
by the amazing fact that during the past 
six and a half years the senator from Wis­ 
consin deposited $24,185.44Jo his bank ac­ 
counts. 
MCCARTHY’S CASH 
The average citizen 
does not 
deal 
in 
large amounts of cash. Cash is the medium 
of tile underworld, where pay-offs and 
protection money must be concealed. How­ 
ever, here is the record of the cash de­ 
posited by a member of the distinguished 
United States Senate, the most important 
deliberative body in the world:

Even more amazing is the amount of 
money received by the senator from Wis­ 
consin from unidentified sources. Deposits 
turned up in the senator’s accounts with 
no record by the bank or brokerage firm 
as to where they came from. 
For this and other reasons, McCarthy 
was able to parlay $70,490 of income d ur­ 
ing eleven years ( 1935 through 1945) up 
to stocks that cost him $180,000. 
McCarthy did this long before he began 
his Communist campaign. But 
since 
he 
took up the Communist issue he has con­ 
tinued to gamble on the stock and com­ 
modity market. And though 
the 
public 
generally has the impression of 
a 
man 
dedicated to the cause 
of 
ridding 
the 
world fo Communism, the senator’s bank 
accounts indicate that he is chiefly out to 
make something for McCarthy. 
Public office seems to agree with Mc­ 
Carthy financially. For after he got into 
public office he 
really 
began 
to 
make 
money In 1935 he earned 
only 
$777.81. 
And during the entire period from 1935 
to 1942 he averaged only $4,163.32 a year 
in salary. Just one year later, in 1943, he 
reported income of $40,560.92 from the 
sale of stocks that he had bought. Just how 
he was able to 
acquire 
such 
valuable 
stocks when his income had averaged only 
S4.163.32 for seven years is difficult to say 
-especially since McsCarthy was in the 
Marine Corps during part of this time. 
McCarthy also had a strange 
habit 
of 
deducting from his 
income-tax 
returns 
disproportionate contributions to charities, 
one ot them to a Catholic charity in fa r­ 
away Burma which actually did not exist. 
Finally tax officials in Wisconsin rem ind­ 
ed him that this didn’t look quite kosher, 
and rn 0950 he stopped. 
UNIDENTIFIED MONEY 
However, the unique thing about 
Mc­ 
C arthy’s income was 
the 
money 
which 
came 
from 
anonymous 
or 
unidentified 
people. In three years a total ol $75,000 
of unidentified funds were deposited in 
the Riggs Bank alone. 
Another case 
involved 
the 
Appleton 
State Bank in Wisconsin. In 1946 it was 
dunning McCarthy for funds in order to 
cover a loan, when suddenly from a com­ 
pletely unidentified source a total of $38,- 
045.72 was deposited to 
McCarthy's 
ac­ 
count. 
One of McCarthy’s 
financial 
schemes 
was a joint banking account with his of­ 
fice assistant Ray Kiermas. Mr. Kiermas 
has had an average 
annual 
income 
of 
about $6.500. Yet from sources best known 
to himself, Kiermas has made large de­ 
posits not only to his own account but has 
; Lo deposited funds to the senator's ac­ 
count. 
It is possible that the senator has banked 
through Ins office assistant in 
order 
to 
cove I the soul ce ol certain 
people 
who 
have paid him. He has 
also 
apparently 
used his brother, William P. McCarthy. 
This is just one chapter in the opera­ 
tion of a senator who has set himself up 
in ludgment over his fellowmen.

Even more amazing is the amount of 
money received by the senator from Wis­ 
consin from unidentified sources.

And during tile entire period from 1935 
to 1942 he averaged only $4,163.32 a year 
in salary. Just one year later, in 1943, he 
reported income of $40,560.92 from the 
sale of stocks that he had bought. Ju st how 
he was able to 
acquire 
such 
valuable 
stocks when his income had averaged only 
$4,163.32 tor seven years is difficult to say 
—especially since McsCarthy was in the 
Marine Corps during part of this time. 
McCarthy also had a strange 
habit 
of 
dediKiting from his 
income-tax 
returns 
disproportionate contributions to charities, 
one ol them to a Catholic charity in fa r­ 
a w a y Burma which actually did not exist. 
Finally tax officials in Wisconsin rem ind­ 
ed him that this didn’t look quite kosher, 
and rn £1950 he stopped. 
UNIDENTIFIED MONEY 
However, the unique thing about 
Mc­ 
Carthy’s income was 
the 
money 
which 
came 
from 
anonymous 
or 
unidentified 
people. In three years a total of $75,000 
of unidentified funds were deposited in 
the Riggs Bank alone. 
Another case 
involved 
the 
Appleton 
State Bank in Wisconsin. In 1946 it was 
dunning McCarthy for funds in order to 
cover a loan, when suddenly from a com­ 
pletely unidentified source a total of $38,- 
045.72 was deposited to 
McCarthy’s 
ac­ 
count. 
One of M cCarthy’s 
financial 
schemes 
was a joint banking account with his of­ 
fice assistant Ray Kiermas. Mr, Kiermas 
has had an average 
annual 
income 
of 
about $6,500. Yet from sources best known 
to himself, K ierm as has made large de­ 
posit? not only to In? own account but has 
abo deposited funds to the senator’s ac­ 
count. 
It is possible that tile senator has banked 
through his office assistant in

to 
cover the source of certain

Rosewood, in good physical condi­ 
tion despite their handicaps, were 
chosen for the hum an trials.

Common As Measles 
That is w hat happened. 
Polio is as common as measles, 
but most people don’t know they’ve 
had it.

Of every 1,000 infections, it is 
estim ated, less than IO result in 
paralysis, presum ably because the 
person did not develop enough anti­ 
bodies in tim e to halt the infection.

At least 90 per cent of all people 
over 15 have been protected that 
way.

Stay In Blood 
Dr. David Bodian, a colleague of

Best Friend Killed 
At Target Practice; 
Detroit Youth Held 


MT. CLEMENS lip—Target prac­ 
tice that ended in tragedy left 19- 
vear-old Robert Hardy in jail today 
while police investigated the fatal 
shooting of his best friend. 
Norman Stewart, 17, of Detroit, 
was

“ I never meant to harm him ,” 
Hardy said. “ It was j u s t 
one 
of those crazy things. He was my 
very best friend. He died patting 
my arm —he couldn’t talk.” 
No charge was placed against 
Hardy immediately, but he w*as 
jailed pending further investiga­ 
tion. 
At the time of Norman’s death, 
his family was planning to 
sur­ 
prise him with a Sunday 
night 
party announcing his engagement 
to Carol Stoddard, 18. 


But gam m a globulin Is not a 
vaccine. Any protective effect it 
has would be tem porary, for it 
decays a few weeks after being in­ 
troduced 
into 
another 
person’s

There are two approaches to pro­ 
ducing a vaccine. 
One is to develop a mild strain 
of the disease, which will give a 
person a mild case and m ake him 
immune. Such a mild strain has 
been developed for the Lansing 
type of polio. But there are possible 
risks in using even a mild form of 
polio virus. And it is very difficult 
to produce a mild form of all three 
types of polio. A vaccine m ust con­ 
tain all three forms, because all 
three types of virus are so pre­ 
valent. 
Made Into Broth 
The other approach is to m ake 
the viruses inert, by using a chem- 
j ical, form alin, which destroys their 
ability 
to 
produce 
disease 
yet 
spares the ability to produce anti­ 
bodies. 
Dr. Howe did that. 
He gave each of the three polio 
types to different groups of mon­ 
keys. 
After they 
w ere 
severely 
paralyzed, he rem oved the spinal 
cords, ground them into a thin 
broth, and isolated the virus m a­ 
terial in a centerifuge, 
A large monkey spinal cord, dil- 
i uted 
IO tim es, 
produces 
enough 
vaccine for 20 children. 
The three broths were combined 
with form alin to kill the viruses. 
The triple vaccine was given first 
to monkeys to be sure it was 
harm less. 
The vaccine was injected into 
the m uscle of children. As a double 
safety factor, they were also given 
doses of gam m a globulin before the 
experim ent to com bat any infec­ 
tion that m ight develop. None did. 
No Discomfort 
The vaccine was adm inistered in 
two doses, 
about 
three 
months 
apart, and caused no discom fort 
or tem perature. 
The crux of the experim ent was 
the am ount of the three kinds of 
antibodies—to fight the three types 
of polio—found in the children’s 
blood later. 
The am ount of Lansing virus 
antibody in every case com pared 
favorably with the am ounts needed 
to protect monkeys against the Lan­ 
sing form of polio. 
All had m ore Leon-type antibody 
than Lansing. The Brunhilde anti­ 
body level was poorest—only two 
children showed any—but in this 
I respect, they were like the chim- 
, panzees. 
I 
The am ount of antibodies needed 


I to immunize 
against 
Leon 
and 
Brunhilde strains of virus is not 
1 known. 
Blood tests six m onths after the 
first inoculation showed that the 
antibody levels or am ounts 
ad 
dropped, but that most of the chil­ 
dren still had some antibodies. 
March Of Dimes Helps 
There are still problem s ahead 
to be solved in the laboratory. One 
is to test new chem icals to kill the 
virus. Another is to learn 
how 
much antibody is needed to im ­ 
munize against the Leon and Brun­ 
hilde strains of virus. 
Another is to get large am ounts 
of polio virus, if m ass vaccinations 
are ever to become feasible. 
Three years ago, Dr. John En­ 
ders of H arvard found th at viruses 
could be grown, in test tubes, on 
several types of tissue. The polio 
laboratory at Hopkins now has a 
test farm growing polio viruses. 
Dr. Howe stressed that the hu­ 
m an trials are the culm ination of 
IO years of painstaking research, 
supported by the M arch of Dimes, 
by a team of researchers including 
Drs. 
Kenneth 
F. 
axcy, 
Isabel 
M organ and Bodian.

Mansfield, who has earned a rep ­ 
utation as a global trouble shooter 
for presidents and as a supporter 
of governm ent spending projects, 
is a leader in the Dem ocratic ad­ 
m inistration. 
Ecton, on the other hnd. has a 
reputation as a foe of what he 
calls “ reckless” government spend­ 
ing and as an ardent adm inistra­ 
tion opponent. 
The w heat farm er, 
M ontana’s 
first Republican senator since 1912, 
is the author of a Senate resolu­ 
tion which proposes that govern­ 
m ent spending be limited to the 
extent of federal revenue. 
Stands On Record

The Council of State Cham bers

Com m erce 
recently 
pegged 
Mansfield, 
now 
completing

fifth term , as one of the five House 
m em bers “ voting most consistently 
for bigger federal spending.” 
Mansfield, who was professor of

That record includes fact-finding 
trips to Asia for President Roose­ 
velt during World War II and later

U. S. delegate to the recent U. N. 
Assembly in P aris; and turn-downs 
of appointm ents as assistant sec­ 
retary of state for public affairs 
and as under secretary of interior. 
Ecton, who says he is the first 
Montana senator of either party 
to be seated on the powerful apr 
propriations com mittee in 40 years, 
actually is the first Republican 
ever sent to the Senate by the 
Montana electorate. 
Since the late Thomas J. Walsh 
was elected th the Senate in 1912, 
when a constitutional am endm ent 
was adopted for a prim ary election, 
none but Dem ocrats have served 
Montana.

BUENOS AIRES UP — A new 
theme of “ one car in every ga­ 
rage” is being sounded by Presi­ 
dent Juan D. Peron. This program 
sounds particularly attractive in 
♦ Argentina, where only one person 
in 70 owns a car. 
General Motors, Ford and Chry­ 
sler 
have 
assembly

in 
Buenos Aires, but have not fab­ 
ricated cars for themselves since 
early 1948. P ero n’s government, to 
save foreign exchange,

fused to grant import licenses to 
the firms. Some few licenses have 
been given to persons with con­ 
tacts in the government. 
Price Out of Reach 
The result is a market where 
new Chevrolets 
are 
selling 
for 
$6,000 plus. 
Cadillacs, much be­ 
loved by Argentina’s new aristo­ 
cracy, carry $10,000 price tags. 
That puts c a r ownership far out 
* 
of reach of the average Argen­ 
tine. who earns perhaps $100 a 
month. 
To give these workers some hope, 
and also to encourage a national­ 
istic spirit, 
the government an­ 
nounced last m arch that it would 
build motor cars in its Aerotech­ 
nical Institute at Cordoba. 
The explanation was that it had 
a lot of expensive machinery there 
for building planes for the Argen­ 
tine Air Force, but a shortage of 
materials was leaving the plant idle

stead 
Hard On Dealers 
The car. a lightweight two-cyl- 
, hider job, is to be produced in 
three models—a sedan, a station 
wagon and a pickup truck. It is 


called “ Justicialista" after P eron’s 
political program. 
Three prototypes were presented 
to Peron May I and it was an­ 
nounced 5.000 models would be pro­ 
duced within a year. Peron, in a

Grind m eat, liver and bread very 
fine. Add 5 quarts 
m eat 
stock, 
m arjo ram , salt, allspice and m inc­ 
ed garlic. Mix thoroughly about 15 
m inutes. 
Soak casings in warm borax sol­ 
ution. Rinse, drain and 
fill 
with 
sausage mix. Drop 
into 
boiling 
w ater over a slow fire. 
Simmer 
slowly until sausage floats. Plunge 
into cold water. Dry and store in 
a cold place or smoke. This makes 
60 pounds. 
To smoke hang in smoke house 
and smoke with green hickory or 
apple wood for 3 or 4 days. When 
storing hang in a cold, dry place. 


Sauerkraut 
IO pounds cabbaga 
Vs cup salt 
W ash and scald arock. 
Remove outer leaves but do not 
wash cabbage. Wild yeast plants 
on unwashed cabbage aid in the 
ferm entation. 
Shred 
cabbage 
directly into crock. The 
shreds 
should be long and about the thick­ 
ness of a nickel or l/16th inch. If 
cut too thin the sauerkraut is soft 
and m ushy. Sprinkle a layer of salt 
over each one inch layer of cab­ 
bage. P ack each layer down well 
with a potato m asher. 
When all 
cabbage and salt are rn the crock 
cover with a clean 
white 
cloth. 
Place an inverted plate on top and 
a large piece of 
limestone. 
This 
holds the cabbage under the brine 
and the sm all amount of lime from 
the lim estone aids to give flavor 
and lactic acid for ferm entation. 
Allow to ferm ent from 4 to six 
weeks at a tem perature of 60. Too 
high a tem perature 
may 
spoil 
kraut. Shim off 
any 
film 
that 
form s. Use a clean cloth each tim e 
the crock if 
opened. 
Keep 
the 
kraut under the brine at all tim es 
The sauerkraut may be drained 
and packed into sterilized jars ann 
sealed. Pack tightly. If desired it 
may ba kept in the crock.
